Communication with W allace to the 
west has been possible at intervals, 
but eastward it is entirely cut off. 
It 
is known that the entire east half of 
the town above Seventh street has 
been burned. 
W est of that a hard fight is being 
made, and with an improvement in the 
water supply there is more chance 
that the flames may lie driven back. 
For a few minutes the Daily Missou- 
lian’s 
representative at 
Washington 
had a wire. 
Ile summarized the situa- 
tion as follows: 
“ Thirteen lives lost; property loss 
$1,000,000; tire still threatening.” 
Elsewhere in the fire zone the situa­ 
tion has gone from bad to worse. The 
most 
serious 
incident 
is 
reported 
from Uh* St. Coe country, where ISO 
men engaged in the forestry service 
are missing and it is feared they have 
been burned to death. 
When the fire 
approached 
the

were 200 men, two of the fighters took 
a horse and riding the animal to death, 
reached another camp and ordered a 
rescue party, 
which penetrated 
the 
fire to Bird Creek. 
Eighteen of Hie men were foiled in 
the water, where they had gone for 
safety, and they were unharmed.

The forestry service bas 
organized a relief train, well equipped 
with pack animals, carrying provisions

Refugees at Missoula. 


About 
1,000 
refugees 
have

brought into Missoula. 
There is much 
distress among them. 
Their wants 
are being supplied by Missoula people 
and they have been given temporary 
homes. 
The first of the trains came 
in over the Northern Pacific’s Coeur 
d’Alene branch anil brought the pa­ 
tients w’ho had been in the Sisters’ 
hospital at W allace and as many refu­ 
gees as could find place on the small 
train. 
There were 250 on this train and a 
second train brought as many more. 
These people came from 
the small 
towns along the line between here and 
W allace. 
Many of them had been roused from 
their sleep by the people on the train, 
whose summons had been the first 
intimation that 
the fire was near; 
there had been no sign of it when the 
people went to bed at night. 
In most 
instances these people escaped only 
scantily clad. 
A woman who had fled 
from her home at midnight gave birth 
to a child in a box car just after the 
arrival of the first train at Missoula. 
Local hospitals are caring for the 
sick. 
Missoula homes have been opened 
freely and the homeless are comforta­ 
ble for the present. 
Another train 
with 500 people on board Is expected 
over the Chicago, M ilwaukee and Pu­ 
get Sound railway. 
A dense pall of smoke hangs all 
over W estern Montana.

The present political campaign in 
Tennessee, engendered largely by the 
personality of Governor Malcolm It.

Pass Books to Be Dropped as Soon 
as Desirable Machine Is Invented to 
Safeguard Money Deposits of Public, 
Says Postmaster General. 


That the United States w ill have a 
postal savings bank plan entirely dif- 
! ferent from all other postal savings 
schemes and that its superiority over 
other systems is a tribute to Yankee 
ingenuity nre two of the facts brought 
out In an explanation made recently 
by Frank IL Hitchcock, postmaster 
general, concerning his intentions re­ 
garding this new financial feature in 
tile life of the country. 
M r 
Hitchcock has assured himself, 
that the groundwork has been laid se­ 
curely for the establishment of the 
postal banks. 


Cash Register Guards Deposits. 
Although every other country which 
has a postal savings bank system uses 
rile pass book plan in order to keep 
track of the deposits of money. Mr. 
H itchcock.after many conferences with 
authorities on savings banks, lias de­ 
liberately cut loose from this scheme. 
H e bas decided to adopt a plan which 
in the end w ill depend upon machin­ 
ery. 
To lie more exact, the cash register, 
essentially an Am erican idea, w ill keep 
tabs on the deposits of money and will 
guard tile public against the possibili­ 
ty of einiiezzleniojit and theft on tile 
part of those wlio handle the sums 
turned in to be guarded by the gov­ 
ernment. 
Never before has this plan been con­ 
sid e r^ by any country, and all over 
Europe there is now in effect the 
cumbersome scheme of handling pass 
books. 
A ll the other postal savings 
plans of the world 
are practically 
identical. 
It is now uJ) to some inventive genius 
to put on the market a cash register 
which w ill do the tilings required for 
handling the money Intrusted to the 
postoffice^ of the United States. 


Deposit Slips at First. 
But Mr. Hitchcock has not calculat­ 
ed that the cash register system can 
be put into operation at once, first, 
because no satisfactory register is on 
tile market and. secondly, because the 
expense o f installing the system at 
once would be too great. 
For the first six months or a year 
thert* w ill be used deposit slips, han­ 
dled by hand. 
They w ill be iii figures 
from 81 to $5). and iii addition to these 
so many different factions there w ill be slips for $10. $20 and $oO 
Tin* $10. $20 and $50 slips w ill be made 
out In duplicate, so that there w ill bo 
no opportunity for clerks or receiving 
tellers to falsify them. 
Only the slips running from $1 to $'.) 
w ill be made out in ink as issued, and 
the postmaster general 
has 
figured 
that there is slight chance of anybody 
incurring tin* danger of the peniten­ 
tiary for the benefit of falsifying any 
entry less than $10.
